DIRTY POLITICS 
Two months from now, at the turn of the 
>ear, the candidates for political office in 
19 6 0 will be mov ing onto the field after 
their 19 59 warm-ups. 
Americans should 
let it be known that they will reward only 
those who fight cleanly . 
Traditionally , politics in this country is 
marked by flamboy ance and ex aggeration. 
Perhaps the free-swinging habits and atti­ 
tudes of our iron tier ancestors account for 
this. 
But ex aggeration and deliberate, cal­ 
culated 
misrepresentation 
are 
different 
things. 
And there is mounting ev idence 
that the planned distortion, the carefully 
seeded campaign of hate or untruth, is be­ 
coming more common. 
Recently the Fair Campaign Practices 
Committee, under chairmanship of Charles 
P. Taft, the late Senator Taft's brother, 
reported its findings after a surv ey of the 
19 58 elections. 
It found the incidence of unfair campaign 
tactics had risen 100 per cent ov er 19 56 , 
when its last prev ious study had been made. 
There were 6 4 episodes inv olv ing 35 candi­ 
dates for congressional or statewide office, 
from a total of 21 states. The 19 56 total of 
episodes was 32. 
The complaints came v irtually equally 
from both major parties. 
They inv olv ed 
ev ery thing from religious and ether biases 
to implied links with criminals to slurs on 
candidates’ patriotism. The practitioners 
used outright lies, false innuendoes, half- 
truths and sly imputations. 
Special campaign literature was the most 
usual way of spreading unfair attacks. 
Half a dozen times, howev er, the organized 
whispering campaign and the anony mous 
telephone routine were used. 
Happily for the cause of truth and fair 
play , 55 per cent of the smear efforts back­ 
fired 
But 23 per cent were effectiv e, and 
this has to be a dismal statistic for any fair- 
minded American to read. 
Most of the unfair campaigning origi­ 
nated from sources other than the candi­ 
dates or responsible party or campaign peo­ 
ple. This is heartening, but it is not enough. 
In I9 6 0, ev ery honest politician, ev ery 
responsible channel of communication with 
the public, ev ery fair-minded citizen should 
labor diligently to rev erse the shameful 
figures of 19 58 . 
The corruption of facts 
and the reckless damaging of men’s repu- 
laions hav e no place in American life.

"These Days’

FACING THE TRUTH 


A dm iral H y m an Rickover has assum ed the 
role of leadership in the battle for the revision of 
educational m ethods in this country and his im ­ 
pact is already being iclt. It m ay be surprising 
that 
this 
thin, soft 
voiced na ta l officer, who 
specializes in engineering and builds subm arines, 
should devote himself so assiduously to education. 
I t is, however, obvious that a m an who gives 
himself to the service of his country and who 
achieves such distinction th a t ho could m ake a 
fortune for himself in private industry , would 
seek for m ore than a m ere perpetuation of the 
sta tus quo because it is the line of least resist­ 
ance. A dm iral Rickover, speaking at the 9 0th a n­ 
niversary of Roosevelt Hospital in New York 
City , said: 
“ . . . T he initial advantage possessed by na­ 
tions who invent science and technology is not 
retained unless these nations s la t ahead of the 
rest in technological efficiency . T heir head s ta rt 
is easily lost, chiefly , because it breeds in people 
a sense of superiority which leads to complacency 
and slackening of effort. England, for ex ample, 
lost h er head start as the first country to intro­ 
duce industrialization because she proved less ef­ 
ficient in advancing and utilizing science than her 
Continental com petitors. These w ere willing to 
put in m ore effort to be technologically efficient 
and they understood b etter w hat this effort m ust 
he-’* 
Hus is so im portant at this m om ent in our 
history . W e have grown proud. We have assum ed 
that we possess a superiority over oth e r peoples. 
We believed that for some reason or other, we, as 
a people, w ere capable of a quality called “know ­ 
how" which others did not have. 
But we have suddenly discovered th at Soviet 
Russia has achieved an astonishingly progressive 
position in the sciences and in engineering. We 
have w itnessed the spectacle of W est G erm any 
forging ahead to a brilliant industrial leadership in 
W estern Europe. Red China boasts, perhaps un­ 
truthfully , that it will by -pass G reat Britain, the 
original site of the Industrial Revolution. 
C ertainly in the 19 20’s and even 19 30’s, Japan 
pushed ahead so rapidly in tex tiles, th a t Nippon 
challenged the world and this m ay well have been 
one cause for W orld W a r II. This ex perience can­ 
not be overlooked in 
a study of this subject. 
The issue th a t Admiral Rickover raised is not 
one of m anufacturing but of education. It is pos­ 
sible for a nation to provide statistics which es tab ­ 
lish th at it has a high literacy rate. But have the 
people learned to Mhink, to think independently 
and originally ? Intelligence is not cheaply bought 
nor does 
a Phi Beta K appa key prove intelligence 
although it m ay prove diligence. 
Admiral Rickover ex plains this in anoth er way , 
referring to pre-W orld W a r I G erm any : 
“T he principal reason w hy G erm any rapidly 
closed th e gap in industrial productivity betw een 
herself and England w as G erm any ’s b ette r under­ 
standing that a country ’s industrial—and hence 
politica l—position in the world depends on ability 
to increase and utilize scientific knowledge. She 
drevV the correct inference that education m ust 
therefore be made widely available: that private 
iniative is insufficient and schools and universities 
m ust be. at least in part, supported out of tax es. 
She furth e r recognized the key role of the pro­ 
fessions. By offering them generous rew ards, she 
insured th a t men of first-rate ability w ere draw n 
into the professions ’’ 
England, at this sam e period, took a different 
position, according to Adm iral Rickover: 
. Education in E ngland was a private or 
eleem osy nary enterprise; a good education could 
be had only in ex pensive and socially ex clusive 
private boarding schools and colleges'. The poor 
received alm ost no education; the middle class an 
inferior one. 
. . . ” 
G erm any forged ahead, as Japan forged ahead, 
following G erm an m ethods, as Soviet Russia is 
forging ahead now, for in Soviet Russia not only 
is education, up to the highest degree, froe but 
the stude nts are paid a salary for study ing. 
( 
It used to be said that knowledge is'pow er. It 
is not only knowledge th a t is power, but the c a ­ 
pacity to relate knowledge to ideas and to im agi­ 
nation that m atters. F or w hat is most necessary 
in this day is intelligence. 
Adm iral Rickover applied intelligence to de­ 
signing and building the atom ic subm arine; he is 
now apply ing th a t sam e intelligence to reform ing 
our educational sy stem so th a t it can be of g re a ter 
service not only to the individual student but to 
the nation and m ankind.

Before Talking About Acne

Pimples often are the least of the acne suf­ 
fe re rs troubles. 
The girl or boy with this com ­ 
mon trouble is assailed by misconceptions, false­ 
hoods and recom m endations of strong-arm tr e a t­ 
m ents capable of scarring the skin or personality 
perm anently . 
H ere is the true and false picture: 
!• alsehood: 
Acne is a disease of the unclean. 
I t ’s y our own fault if y ou get pimples. 
Truth: Acne is caused by a tem porary disturb ­ 
ance of the balance in the production of male and 
female sex hormones, both of which ex ist in boy s 
and girls. 
You outgrow it. 
Falsehood: Acne is an infection and y ou’d best 
tre a t it by injections of vaccine or vigorous use 
ol skin antiseptics. 
Truth: You can m ake a mess of vour skin by 
overenthusiastic use of washes, lotions, cream s or 
ointm ents. 
We doctors even have a nam e for this 
folly : “ trea tm e nt derm atitis.” 
Falsehood: 
Acne is due to sex ual abstinence 
and an early m arriage would probably clear up the 
disturbance. 
Truth: Nonsense. 
Falsehood: 
Creams, tablets and injections con­ 
taining female sex horm one will quickly clear up 
facial blemishes. 
Truth: T h e use of horm ones should ever be 
undei the most careful observation by y our doctor. 
T aking such preparations might produce irregu­ 
larity in a girl’s m enstrua! periods or cause ab- 
noim al grow th oi a boy ’s breasts. 
Shun them. 
Falsehood: Acne results from self-abuse, which 
shows in the offender’s face. 
Truth: Nothing of the kind. 
Unjust criticism 
of the boy or girl who suffers from acne m ay pro­ 
duce deep personality changes, som etim es with 
perm anent aftereffects. 
If my reader is voung 
I urge him to rest assured th a t'th e truth is on his 
side, that what he has is common to m any and 
no fault of his own. 
It is only a little fault, of the 
gloriously fine m achine with which N ature has 
endowed us. 
And given a little tim e we get over 
it w ithout scars. 
If m y rea der is adult, I urge that y ou realize 
th a t a falsely accused y oungster might try to es­ 
cape condem nation by creeping into a lonely shell. 
At the ex trem e a rebellious boy or girl m av de­ 
velop hostile tendencies leading to acts of juvenile 
delinquency . 
In anoth er column I will give some sensible 
steps which will prevent pimples from becoming 
mountains.

that are disclosed and judged by 
c urre nt sta ndards 
ra th e r than 
those 
contem porary 
w ith 
the 
m a tte rs ex posed. N or does the 
w itness alone suffer the conse­ 
quences. Those who a re identi­ 
fied by witnesses and thereby 
placed in the sam e glare of pub­ 
licity are equally subject to pub­ 
lic stigm a, scorn and obloquy .” 
Need Not Hav e Testified 
Rut it will be argued that Mr. 
Van D oren w aited a long tim e 
betore he cam e through w ith the 
truth , and then only w hen it was 
apparent he had no escape from 
the testim ony of other witnesses. 
But he didn’t have to testify be­ 
fore the N ew York G rand J ury 
in the first place and incrim inate 
himself. H e could have taken ad­ 
vantage of the im m unity am end­ 
m ent in 
the N ew York S ta te 
C onstitution, and he could later 
have invoked the F ifth A m end­ 
ment 
before the Congressional 
com m ittee as so m any other in­ 
dividuals have done before, even 
w hen 
oth e r 
w itnesses 
testify 
against them. 
To this day m any who have 
appeared in the past'b efore C on­ 
gressional com m ittees and con­ 
fessed their misdeeds in joining 
or w orking in the C om m unist 
pa rty are held up to scorn. Som e 
of th e ex -Com m unists claim they 
c a n’t get a job and are virtually 
"black-listed” eith er in the th e a ­ 
trical world or in the field of 
books or education, and that one 
who 
reveals his own

C om m unist activity suffers far 
m ore th a n the m an w ho takes 
the F ifth Am endm ent. 
A Thing to Remember 
C harles Van Doren in his TV 
appearances didn't 
violate any 
law or defraud the sponsor who 
put 
him on the show. But he 
misled the people in an e nte r­ 
tainm ent 
for which 
the public 
paid no admission. H e is suffer­ 
ing now and will suffer in the 
future m ore penalties 
than 
if 
he 
had 
violated m any

law’.
